of the Louvre’s greatest treasures. 
i he value of the “ Mona L isa" can only he imagined since 
all offers to buy it were refused. 
It was currently reported 
that tin* B ritish governm ent had made an offer of $5,000,000. 
But there was no thought of parting with the jewel of 
France’s a rt treasure house, and the painting hung in a room 
which was supposed to be always watched. 
Its absence from 
its accustomed place was not noticed by its guardians until 


souk hours after it was thought to have been stolen on the 
morning of A ugust 2 2 nd, 1911. 
Ever since then tin* police of the entire world have been on 
the trail of the thief, who, probably thinking t h e lapse of t i m e 
made him sate, at last offered the picture for sale to an anti­ 
quarian of Rome. The picture was at once recognized and the 
man, who called himself, Perugia, adm itted its theft, claim ing 
that he stole the m asterpiece from the Louvre to avenge the 
taking of it trom Italy by Napoleon, to enrich the famous art 
collection which France acquired through the Em peror’s int 
vision. 
Perugia posed as a patriot. 
Ile said; 
“ I was ashamed 
that for more than a century no Italian had thought of emu­ 
lating the spoliation com m itted by Frenchm en under Napoleon, 
carrying off from Italian museums and galleries pictures, sta­ 
tues and treasures of all kinds. 
The picture was stolen early iii the m orning aud lie hid it 
under his w orkm an’s blouse and succeeded in getting it away 
unseen. 
Everything points to the tru th of the m an’s story and tin* 
theft was apparently that of a cunning mad man. 
There seems to he no doubt of tho genuineness of this pic­ 
ture, upon which Da Vinci worked for four years. 
N otw ith­ 
standing all the vicissitudes it has undergone, it is in a perfect 
state of preservation and has the m arks on the back where it 
was fastened to the walls of the Louvre. 
The Italian governm ent prom ptly informed the French 
ambassador of the gratification felt by Italy in being able to 
restore the painting and dispatches from Florence, say it will 
he returned to France with great ceremony.

World-wide Search Ended 


A world-wide search for the stolen masterpiece, “ Mona 
Ltaa” was ended a few days ago when the famous painting 
uas found in Florence, Italy. 
The consternation which followed tin* theft of this priceless 
masterpiece of Leonardo Da Vince, in August, 1911, and the 
sensation of its recovery, go far to show that the world is not 
as utterly sordid as we sometimes think, and that the ran* and 


beautiful still retain their pinnacle in surrounding often soul* 
1<*SS and gross. 
Special editions of the newspapers carried the good news 
the length and breadth of Paris, where it was the sole topic of 
conversation. 
Wires flashed word of the find over Knrope and 
cables brought it to countries across the ocean. 
People at large everywhere, shared in the overwhelming 
joy felt by the art world in the solving of what had been re­ 
garded as an unfathomable mystery, and the restoration of one 
of the Louvre’s greatest treasures. 
1’lie value ot the “ Mona Lisa 
can only he imagined since 
all offers to buy it were refused. 
It was currently reported 
that the British government had made an offer of $5,000,000. 
But there was no thought of parting with the* jewel of 
France’s art treasure house, ami the painting hung in a room 
which was supjiosed to he always watched. 
Its absence from 
its accustomed place was not noticed by its guardians until 
sonic hours after it was thought to have been stolen on the 
morning of August 22nd, 1911. 
Ever since then the police of the entire world have been on 
the trail of the thief, who, probably thinking the lapse of time 
made him safe, at last offered tin* picture for sale to an anti­ 
quarian of Rome. The picture was at once recognized and the 
man, who called himself, Perugia, admitted its theft, claiming 
that he stole the masterpiece from the Louvre to avenge the 
taking of it from Italy by Napoleon, to enrich the famous art 
collection which France acquired through the Emperor’s ini 
vasion. 
Perugia posed as a patriot. 
He said: 
“ I was ashamed 
that for more than a century no Italian had thought of emu 
fating the spoliation committed by Frenchmen under Napoleon, 
earning off from Italian museums and galleries pictures, sta-lll 
tues and treasures of all kinds. 
* 
Tbc picture was stolen early in the morning and he hid it 
under his workman’s blouse and succeeded in getting it away 
unseen 
Everything points to the truth of the man’s story and the 
thett was apparently that of a cunning mad man.

cothe, th a t city is now facing a ser­ 
ious problem , as the large num ber be­ 
ing th ro w n o u t of w ork at this tim e 
(of the year m akes the problem a very 
serious one, and it is th e hard est blow 
Chillicothe has 
received 
since 
the 
flood last M arch. 
I 
A few days ago 400 men were giv­ 
en notice that, th e ir services would 
not be required any m ore a t the pres­ 
ent time, and since then 200 more 
have been furloughed for an indefi­ 
nite period, and the 600 idle men are 
a t a loss w hich way to tu rn to keep 
th e wolf from the door and secure 
money w ith which to give th e ir fam ­ 
ilies tin* 
kind of a C hristm as 
they 
have been used to. 
The only explanation given by the 
railroad officials is th a t the furlo ug h­ 
ing has been absolutely necessary cov­ 
ing to the recent increase in w ages 
all over the system, aud the Chilli­ 
cothe shops are not the only ones 
w here the lay-off has bean brought 
into play in order to cut down ex­ 
penses. 
Regarding th e action of the I! <v 
O. officials, th© Chillicothe Gazette 
says: 
“ It is also claimed th a t tit,, dem and 
for increased 
freight rates, 
which 
is being pushed, is bolstered up by 
these 
reductions 
in 
the w orking 
forces and th a t all the railroads in 
th e country 
are 
following out the 
plan, so th a t they can show the In­ 
te rsta te Commerce Coil passion th a t 


they must e ith e r gain the 
five pi t 
■ cent increase in freight rates, or they 
must cut down th e ir w ording forces 
and cu rtail the 
efficiency 
of 
the 
railroad to an extent which will a l ­ 
low the road to continue and earn 
its fixed charges by 
c u ttin g down 
the mobile charges. 
How long the furlough will con­ 
tin ue and w h at will be the outcome 
is not known. 
Engineers and o p eratin g employes 
say th a t the rolling 
stock of the 
road is not up to stan d ard and th at 
engines are co n tinu ally 
dying 
on 
them and still the shops w h e r e these 
engines should he placed 
in 
first 
class condition are not ru n n in g and 
consequently the entire business of 
the railroad is suffering 
while 
car 
service is denied is the 
com plaint 
registered by some of the 
shippers 
along flit* line. 
T h o s e who read the last statem ent 
of the railroad claim th at they can 
not, see why (lit* road should not go 
ahead and prosper, as th ere was no 
defau ltin g on any of the securities 
of the road which are held prin cip al­ 
ly in G erm any and Holland, and is 
the public m ust suffer aud the em ­ 
ployes suffer too, they are claim ing 
th a t some of the w ater in the road 
should be scaled 
down 
to a basis 
w hole proper r e l a t i o n s between in ­ 
vestment and effort could he estab­ 
lished

Insure* the Adoption of the Owen 
Plan, Which Provides For Elflht or 
More Regional 
Banks, Which W ill 
Be Under Control of Bankers— Sen­ 
ator Reed Speaks. 


W ashington, Hee. 16.—In tho first 
im portant test vote on the currency 
bill, 
th# adm inistration won 
by a 
margin of five, 
The \n te was 40 to 
*1. 
Only 
one 
Democratic 
senator 
to te d with 
the 
Republicans, 
Hitch­ 
cock of Nebraska. 
The issue was raised by Senator 
Owen’s mut t on to lay on the t ab l e 
S e n a t o r Hitchcock's substitute f or t h* 
second section of the adm inistration 
bill. 
T h i s sect i o n deals with the or 
sanitation and control of the regional 
banks 
By 
tabling 
the 
Hitchcock 
am endm ent 
the 
senate 
in 
effect 
agreed 
to 
eight 
or 
more regional 
banks as against four. 
It went fur 
thor and declared for bank ownership 
of the stock of the regional reserve 
assocIntion. in preference to popular 
o w n e r s h i p . 
The sam e vote settled, apparently, 
th*> fact that the plan of control in 
the Owen hill will remain. This gives 
the banks a ma j o r i t y of the directors 
of t h e regional h a n k s 
Senator Reed of Missouri made an 
attack on Senator Moot for the speech 
made last Saturday night by the Nev 
York senator. 
Mr. Reed 
thought 
it 
had a tendency to inspire fear in the 
business world. 
Replying directly to Senator Root's 
predictions that undue Inflation and a 
financial panic might ensue if t h e cur­ 
rency bill were passed In its presell' 
form. Senator Reed declared no billa 
tion of the c u r r e n c y could occur un­ 
less the "sound money men who run 
the banks" brought it about. 
Senator Hitchcock made a sharp at­ 
tack on the proposed control of the 
regional reserve hanks by the hank­ 
ing interests of the country. 
He do 
d a re d this feature of the bill would 
turn over the country reserves to the 
use of these bankers and would legal 
- 
ize the methods and the combinations I out like new . 
of control against which the country 
has long protested.
